The eteam- 
ing dish of stewed fisb that he con- 
jures up in bis lines—byw appetizing tt 
seems! | know that {t/was quite early 
in my teens when | Gtst rend that 
poem, and from that moment there 
was formed in my mind & firw resolve 
to eat some day of bouiliabaisse. 

My opportunity came not long ago 
when | visited Marseilies. it was 
nearly balf past 9 when | sat down tn 
the dining room of the botel: 

“There is n0 bouillabaixse on the 
menu,” | said severely to the maitre 
d'hote. .“] bave come to Marseilies 
epectally to eat it” He replied that it 
was not a specialty of the bouse, but 
that {t could always be prepared. How 
long would it take? Twenty-five min- 
utes, perhups a little longer. “But I 
‘think monsieur would find {t rather 

heavy at such a tate hour” 

He was pot encouraging, this mattre 
@hotet. J did not accept fora moment 
bis suggestion that bovillabaisse was 
too beavy a dish tor half past 9 at 
night” Thackeray bad not talked about 
beaviness, But twenty-five minutes! 
1 ordered an omelet. 

At midnight, walking down the fa- 
mous Cannebiere, back to the hotel, ft 
was hailed by a familiar voice. It wae 

that of a friend whom | had not seen 
for a long time. Gratefully | grasped 
his hand and told bim that I intended 
to eat bouillabaisse as soon as possible. 
And my respect for hini was iconsider- 
ably enhanced when be told me that he 
bad eaten sume that very afternoon, 
60 bour after his arrival in Mar. 
sellies- Here was the true spiiit, and 
1 related to him, with some bitterness, 
my experience with the maitre d'hotel. 
“Well, it ts rather beavy stuff,”. he 
said- t T brushed this aside, and we 
arranged to meet at lunch on the mor- 
row, when I should bave the best that 
Marseilles could give me. 

‘There are, as everybody knows, twe 
Places at Marseilles for bouillabaisse— 
Pascal's and Basso’s, on the Vieus 
Port. We decided on Basso’s. 

“Bouillabaisse,” 1 said laconically. ¥ 
paid no attention to what my friend 
ordered. No other disb interested me. 


| But in a minute.or so a curious look- 


ing mess was set down before him. 

“What's that stuff you’re going to 
eat?” | asked. 

“That's bouillabaisse,” he sald, “but 
it’s not mine.” : 

1 started. This boutllabatese, this ca- 
Tious looking stuff, with indigestible 
looking lumps of fish doating in a bil- 
fous and oily saffron liquid! | know 
not what I had expected bouillabaisse 
to be, but it certainly was not this, 
There was a piece of fish which 1 rec- 
ognized as eel, and I loathe eels. The 
broad tail of another and anknown 
Gish stuck up out of the opaque liquid. 
‘But {t was the yellow liquid itself 
which repelled. It shouted bilionsness, 
and the smel! of saffron that arose with 
the steam made me feel ill.
